New advances in technology, new 
laws that give the Division access to 
other federal and state records, and an 
expanded staff of investigators and 
auditors have made the Division’s 
collection and compliance process 
much more efficient. That means that 
the chances of being caught for tax 
evasion in New Jersey are better than 
evér. If you are caught, you must pay 
full penalties and interest, and Án some 
cases, face prosecution. 


4. Can I pay my Amnesty-eligible li- 
abilities on the installment plan or 
make partial payments? 

„Only payments received by June 
1, 1996, will be eligible for Amnest 
there are no payment plans available. 

However, since Visa, Mastercard 
and Discover are now accepted forms 
‘of Amnesty payment, you may charge 
your Amnesty payment to one of those 
credit cards and pay that debt off on 
your own schedule. The bank issuing 
you the card will still charge you inter- 
est, but that interest will, inmany cases, 
be less than the penalty and interest 
owed to the Division on your Am- 
nesty-eligible liability.

Pratt appeal case 
returned to local 
judiciary 

SANFRANCISCO,CA—Thecase 
of Geronimo Pratt, a black Panther- 
turned-political prisoner, has been sent 
back to Superior Court in California 
from the State Supreme Court in San 
Francisco. 

Pratt, 48, was convicted in 1972 of 
murder, and has been denied parole at 
least 15 times, although activists claim 
new evidence shows Pratt was the 
victim of aFBI frame-up. Superior Court 
Judge Michael Cowell, agreeing with 
prosecutors, had sent the case to the 
State Supreme Court last month. 

The move is considered a victory 
in the fight to overturn Pratt’s convic- 
tion. “We're thrilled, and we're very 
pleased; it’s back where we believe it 
belongs,” Pratt supporter Jim 
McCloakey told the Associated Press. 
Pratt’s lawyers include Johnnie 
Cochran, Pratt’s original defense at- 
tomey.

Sometimes sealed records 
should remain closed

An effort is under way in the New 
Jersey legislature to open sealed adop- 
tion records so that adoptees can gain 
access to information about their ge- 
netic heritage for medical purposes. 
While obtaining this information may 
be advantageous to adoptees, grant- 
ing them unrestricted access violates 
the privacy interests of a sometimes 
forgotten group of individuals— the 
birth parents, 

When birth parents gave up their 
children for adoption under the cur- 
rent law, they are expected to remain 
anonymous, and for good reason. The 
law sealed birth certificates and has 
severely restricted access to these 
records. Because the law provided for 
this confidentiality, it would be unfair 
to change the law now and grant 
adoptees access to these records with- 
out first obtaining the consent of the 
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birth parents, who may still wish to 
remain anonymous and are justifiably 
relying on the law to protect their 
ability to do so. 

Proponents argue that providing 
a 12-month period after the enactment 
of the new law during which birth 
parents may request the protection of 
their anonymity adequately safe- 
guards their privacy. However, this 
provision fails to consider how birth 
parents will learn of this provision, 
especially those who have moved 
away, and thus may be unable to re- 
spond within the prescribed time pe- 
riod. 

For these reasons, the New Jersey 
State Bar Association opposes legis- 
Tation sponsored by Assemblyman 
LeRoy Jones which would open the 
sealed adoption records. Instead, the 
bill, A-742, should be amended to ap- 
ply only to adoptions that occur after 
the passage of the law. 

Under this more balanced ap- 
proach, birth parents giving up their 
children would do so knowing that the 
records would be open, while the in- 
terests of birth parents who previ- 
ously entered into the adoption pro- 
cess with the expectation of privacy 
would still be protected. Adoptees 
seeking information about their ge- 
netic heritage are not without recourse. 
Under existing law, access to adop- 


tivities without the support of acom- 
mitted relationship.

As time pagsed, life got better for 
some of us. I think back on the Harlem 
Renaissance. Remember when the 
sweet words of Langston Hughes and 
Zora Neale Hurston graced book cov- 
ers while we danced happily with Scott 
Joplin and criedthe blues with Bessie 
Smith. Such a happy time for us. Yet, 
things were not so good for our broth- 
ers and sisters down South. Jim Crow

The threat is 
the example Cuba offers of a country 
with the political will to provide good 
health care to all its citizens.

Alpha Phi Alpha fraternity reaches out

NEPTUNE—Dispelling the per- 
ception that many black fraternities 
are only interested in partying and 
lack commitment and community in- 
volvement, Monmouth University’s 
Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity-Zeta 
Episilon Lambda & Sigma Xi chap- 
ters, held its 11th annual “Project 
Alpha” program at Neptune Sr. High 
School. 


Geared toward black youth, the 
program focused on a variety of is- 
sues confronting teenagers includ- 
ing gang violence, drugs, AIDS, and 


teenage pregnancy. 

“They (teens) must be respon- 
sible for their actions, stay positive, 
focused and make good choices,” 
said Jeff Greene chairperson for the 
program. “They need to know who 
they are and where they come from. 


Entailing two workshop ses- 
sions entitled “A Responsible 
You,” the program’s enlightening 
panel discussions and lecture by 
Detective Lou Jordan of the 
Monmouth County Prosecutors Of- 
fice, garnered full participation from 


the 26 teenagers that attended. 

“America has set upa race for all of 
us to run,” Jordan said during his lec- 
ture. “There must be a winner and there 
must be aloser. That’s the race America 
has set up, but I submit to you that 
there must not always be a loser, there 
must always be winners. 

Of the three panel discussions, the 
teenage mothers segment provided a 
glimpse into the life of a teen mom. 

“I do everything for myself,” said 
one 17-year-old-teen, witha 19-month- 
old baby girl. “I do my own laundry, I 
buy my own things. Basically my mom 
(gets) the necessities, but I have to do 


everything for myself.” 

The four panelists’ pregnancies 
were unplanned, the fathers are either 
absent or contribute little, and the 
demands on their lives are significant. 
Despite a fervent aspiration to further 
their education all four conceded that 
the road ahead is rough. 

Pat Rappaport, a Neptune teacher 
for 23 years and coordinator of “In 
School Training for Effective 
Parenting (In-STEP)” said that acom- 
bination of situations contribute to 
teen pregnancies. “Some want to be 
loved, so they think that if they have 
a baby this would work,” she said.

HOUSTON —Like adults, children 


can get ulcers. 

“Children can get ulcers from in- 
fection with the bacterium 
Helicobacter pylori, from reactions to 
certain drugs or from stress due to 


serious injury, infection or disease,” 


said Dr. Mark Gilger, a pediatric gas- 
troenterologist at Baylor College of 
Medicine in Houston. 

Because children aren’t good at 
pointing to the location of pain, Gilger 
recommends that parents look for 
symptoms: 

+ Abdominal pain that has occurred 
at least three times in three months. 

« Awakening at night due to abdomi- 
nal pain.
